Picross is a "picture crossword" 
puzzle game in which you 
complete a picture by filling in only 
certain squares. You puzzle out 
which squares to fill in by looking 
at hint numbers shown on the 
puzzle's top and left sides. 
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■ Rules and Features 

• Time Limit 

You'll get a time-over notice 
if you take longer than 60 
minutes to complete a puzzle. 
You can continue playing 
after 60 minutes have 
passed, but the final picture 
will not be shown in color. 

• Answer Autocheck 

When turned on, this feature 
will correct any squares you 
fill in incorrectly. You will 
receive a time penalty for 
each mistake, however. 

• Hint Number Autocheck 
Feature 

When turned on, this feature 
will gray out any hint 
numbers that have been 
settled. 

• Hint Roulette 

You will be asked whether 
you want to use this feature 
before starting a puzzle. The 
roulette will start if you select 
"Yes." Tap the lower screen 
or press ® to stop the 
roulette, which will display 
the answers for that row and 
column. 

• You can turn these functions on 
and off in the game settings, 
which are accessible from the 
title screen (page 8). 





You can change your control 
method for solving puzzles in the 
settings. 


You can use your stylus to select 
options, icons, squares, and more. 

♦ Right-handed players can press up 
or down on to switch between 
filling in squares or marking them 
with an "x." Left-handed players 
can use ® and ® to do the same.

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Select Clear Save Data on the 
settings screen to erase all save 
data and reset the game.
